American Commerce With Russia. 

In_an article published on Thursday last 
we gave some facts presenting at once the 
neglected state of ourcommercial affairs with 
Russia, and the well warranted probability of 
considerable advantages to. be_derived from 
the direction dné@ cultivation of American en- 
terprise inthis comparatively unploughed but 
prolific field of profit. There is another branch 
of the subject which deserves attention. 

The dues levied by the Danish Government 
at the entrancé to thé Baltic Sea, are consid- 
ered by some writers.as a considerable draw- 
back upon the commercial designs of Ameri- 
can merchants and ship owners in that. quar- 
ter. These dues have been drawn from all 
_| foreign vessels from time immemorial; and 
forth one of the three sources of the revenue 
of Denmark. . We will.not go particularly into 
their history. It is sufficient to know that 
-stich éxist, the right of the Danish Govern- 
ment in Jevying such, never being questioned 
by those interested—the maritime nations— 
during the last century ; nor no: steps being 
taken to advocate the right by the Eurepeaa 
Governments at the. ‘treaty of Vienna, 
in 1816. The Commercial Union of maritime 
cities, known as the Hanseatic League, con- 
tested the right, and sgnt an armament against 
‘King Watpemaz as early as 1949, and against 

Exton, King.of Denmark, some eighty years 
subsequent,; but the League failed through 
the discountenance of the Sovereigns within 
whose Governments the various Hanse: 
“Towns were lecated. So that up to the 
~| present, with the exception of some negotia- 
tion on the part of the Netherlands and Swe- 
den in the Seventeenth Oentury, creating a 
specific tariff, acquiesced in by France and 
England during the same century, and some 
fruitless attempts of Mr. Bycuawan in 1848, 
-and Mr. Marcy in 1653-"4, made through the 
United States representatives at the Court of 
Copenhagen, the claim of Denmark to the 
Sound dues has not only been unquestioned, 
but recognized in the most practical manner. 

To question the validity of the Danish right 
of toll at Elsinore is not to our present sub- 
ject, but a knowledge of the facts is necessa- 
-ry'to the point. A discussion of the views 
taken by the Administrations of Mr. Po.x and 
Mr. Preece would, in itself, demand consid- 
erable space-and attention; and, as the ques- 
‘tion we have mooted bears upon the possi- 
| bility of pushing our commerce to the Rus- 
Bian ports under existing circumstances, we 
; shall for the present confine ourselves to it. 
‘| That we shall enforce thé tight of passage 
_ | duty free through the Sound, is a question to 
be: solved the coming year ; but, in the mean- 
’ time, ‘why not ethbrace the opportunities so 
remunératively embraced by others’

Yachting. 

Considering the spletidid advantages which 
our magnificent Bay and Long Island Sound 
afford for the noble and manly amusement of 
yachting, the number of yachts owned by our 
wealthy citizens is extremely small. It is a 
rather costly recreation, it is true, but not 
more so than many others-which our mer- 
chant princes indulge in ; and it has the advan- 
tage over all others of being noble and manly 
in itself, calculated to lead to noble results, 
and not liable to being perverted to base ends. 
The Yacht Club of'this Oity, small as the 
number of its members has heretéfore been, 
has been the means of conferring  distin- 
guished honor on the nation, and gaining a na- 
val victory for us which was the cause of more 
éclat than any of our victoties during the last 
war with England.  Thé yacht “América, 
which gained the great prize at the famous 
Cowes regatta, was the cause of as much 
national rejoicing as though it had been a 
victory gained over an enemy by. one of our 
national ships; and it was the means of di- 
recting the attention of Europe to our supe- 
tiority in ship-building, the result of which 
has been most beneficial to that department 
of our national industry.; The builder of that 
renownéd yacht was theh an unknown jonr- 
neyman in one of our ship-yards, whose ge- 
nius was properly appreciated by Commodore 
Srevens, of the New-York Yacht Squadron, 
who employed him to model a yacht to com- 
pete with all Europe at the Cowes regatta. 
The brilliant success of the America is well 
known, and the unknown journeyman me- 
chanio is now the celebrated Groxcz Sresus, 
who is building the largest. ship in the world 
for our Navy. 

By a correspondence which we publish in 
another column, it will be seen that Commo- 
dore Srzuvens has resigned his post, and Mr. 
Envear, the Vice Commodore, owner. of the 
yacht KAatydid, which was built..by. Mr. 
Sreezrs, succeeds him as first in command of 
the squadron, The New-York Yacht Clad 
was first organized in July, 1844, by-a .meet- 
ing of. yacht owners on board of Commodore 
Srevens’ yacht Gimcrackh - The members 
then consisted of,but nine gentlemen; the 
first regatta was held in July of the succeed-’ 
ing year, when eleven yachts were entered, 
and the prize (a silver eup) was.won. by the 

Cygnet, owned by the gentleman who now 
succeeds’ Commodore Srevens. The Club 
now numbers some three hundred and fifty 
members, the greater part.of whom are. citi- 
zens of New-York, and there are some 
eighteen or twenty yachts belonging. te-the 
Club, varying in size. from 18 tons to 170

The Zouaves. 

No body of troops have won a more bril- 
liant_ reputation on. the hard-fought fields of Alma 
and of Inkermann than the French Zouaves. Their 
name has become familiar in both hemispheres as 
synonymous with intrepidity and resistless valor, 
and their merits have elicited articles'in the ro- 
views of Paris, from whieh we derive the facts 
which follow : 


Many years before the commencement of the 


present struggle, in. the. wars-of Algeria, they hadp 


won. a brilliant reputation for hardihood, patience 
and invincible courage. It ix now some twenty- 
five years since they were first organized as an 
integral part’ of the. French army. - Shortly after 
the French revolution of 1830, the Turks having 
been expelled from’ Algeria, the commandant ia 
that colony, Gen. CLavsgt, in order to obviate the 
inconveniences resulting from the departure of the 
Turks,and to atigment~ his-own_offective forces, 
prescribed the organization of this body.. It was 
decreed to- consist of a corps of infantry anda 
corps of cavalry, to be: composed of native Alge- 
rines.’ During the ensuing year an order by which 
this had been created was’ approved by a 
royal ordinance, and the name by which it: is. now 
so widely known was given it,..This name was 
taken from a haughty, indomitable and. laborious 
tribe of Algeria, who. inhabit the valleys of the 
mountains of Jarjura, who had néver paid more 
than a nominal submission to the ‘Turks, and ‘who 
had becoine well-known at Algitrs by their fre- 
quent: visits for the purpose of exchanging their 
oils and rude fabrics for provisions, which their 
sterile mountains refused to produce. Like the 
Swiss in Europe, they were.of a martial spirit, 
and were accustomed to hire out their services at 
times to assist in the wars of the barbarians of 
Africa. 

Although the name of this tribe was given to this 
new corps, yet ite material was composed indis- 
criminately of Algerines from all quarters, from the 
city and the country, the mountains and the plains. 
The nucieus of the Zousves was formed of young 
soldiers of Paris and of the natives of the environs 
of Algiers. Its discipline was effected by gallant 
French officers who voluateered the performance of 
that: duty, among whom LAMORICIERE was moat 
conspicuous. Scarcely six months after their or- 
ganization, the newly formed corps was led out t6 
battle with the Algerine tribes, and received. its 
“« beptism of blood” in the defile of Monzaia, and 
subsequently established its rising reputation by a 
hardly fought fight and a splendid retrest-at Me- 
dpah. But with the increasing hostility of the na- 
tives to the Finch, and with the ‘diminution ‘of 
numbers, occasioned by the organization of other 
legions, it became impossible to complete the sec- 
ond battalion of the Zouaves. The two were uni- 
ted in one, and a royal ordinance in 1833 fixed the 
number of companies ‘at ten, eight of them to be 
somposed of Frenchmen and two of natives, with 
twelve Frenchmen embodied in each native com- 
pany, partly on account of the: ignorance of the 
officers of the native language, and partly to provide
